Methods for better co-operation 
between the Police Department and

The grand jury says that close 
co-operation and harmony now 
exist between the police and the 
Circult Attorney’s office, but that 
it wishes to offer some constructive 
suggestions, to eliminate present 
defects of method and to obtain 
miore convictions. 

“We recommend,” the report 


the Police Department be enlarged 
and developed so that it may be 
able to function and operate in 
such manner as to furnish addi- 
tional connecting. links between 
police investigations and the pres- 
entation and trial of criminal cases. 
There does not seem to be any par- | 
ticular department in the Police 
Department responsible for the 
compiling and preserving of ali 
data concerning criminal prosecu- 
tions. There does not seem to be 
expert supervision of the compil- 
ing of this evidence by an experi- 
enced investigator o> investigators, 
both while the investigations are 
being made and after they have 
been made. There does not seem 
to be an expert supervision of the 
securing of evidence, both as to its 
quality and the quantity necessary 
for convictions, This would include 
the obtaining of dying declarationa, 
the further development of detalis, 
the following up and review of the 
evidence before the individual case 
comes up for trial. ‘ 

“We recommend that the Re- 
search Department be enlarged to 
include in that department police 
officers who are trained investigat- 
ors, and that one or more of such 
investigators be on-duty at all 
times. The work of this depart- 
ment would be centered on the in- 
vestigation of major crimes only. 
Photographs could be secured, pic- 
tures. of street intersections in 
automobile cases, and scale draw- 
ings could be made. All this in- 
formation and data could be in- 
spected and followed by the trained 
investigators in the Police Depart- 
ment and any additional informa- 
tien secured in shch manner and 
at such time as to not take police 
officers from their regular duties. 
After compiling the evidence and 
the matter is presented to the Cir- 
suit <Attorney’s office, either for 
indictment or for the issuing of an 
information, any additional facts or 
details required by the prosecuting 
officers could be followed : up 
through this department without 
necegsarily taking the officers from 
their regular duty. 

“after the information is issued 
or the indictment returned, addi- 
tional work is generally necessary 
in the major cases in order that 
they may be properly prepared for 
trial. Along this line we suggest 
that the settings of all major cases 
for trial be communieated to the 
Research Department and some 
one in the Research Department 
be assigned to go over the facts in 
the case with the State's trial at- 
torney. The reports could all be 
read by the police witnesses before 


“Lost Witnesses should be locat- 
ed before the setting. Conferences 
with the trial attorney could be 
had, with the result that when the 
police officer comes ino the court 
room as a witness, he would be 
thoroughly familiar with the in-

The Duke of. Alba,’ an. intimate 
‘of King Alfonso, is one of the 
most popular political leaders in 
Spain. In 1925 he divided his 
estates among 400 tenants in order 
to set a democratic example.. He 
is the seventeenth of his name, 
and the tenth Duke of Berwick, a 
British title. He ig 61 years old,’ a 
famous polo player and sports- 
man, and has written a number of 
9 on Spanish culture and 
life.
